A. MR'S I AND III: NO MILITARY ACTIVITY REPORTED 
DURING PERIOD AUGUST 10-13. 

B. MR-II: TWO ENEMY COMPANIES, SUPPORTED BY 
MORTAR FIRE, INITIATED MAJOR GROUND ATTACK, AUGUST 9, 
AGAINST HELICOPTER LANDING ZONE 40 KMS EAST-SOUTHEAST 
OF MUONG MOC (VF 1082). NO CASUALTIES REPORTED. 

ANOTHER MAJOR GROUND ATTACK SUPPORTED BY 100 ROUNDS 
MORTAR FIRE TOOK PLACE AUGUST 12 WHEN UNKNOWN-SIZED
